Applicant's arguments see the paragraph bridging pages 3 and 4 of applicant's 
response, filed 3/24/2008, with respect to the written description rejection set forth in the 
9/20/2007 office action have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 17-18 and 21-41 has been withdrawn. Moreover, applicant's filing of a terminal 
disclaimer over parent application 09/1 12,878 (US Patent 6,245,749) has been 
accepted and approved. As such, claims 17-18 and 21-41 are seen to be allowed in 
view of the above withdrawn rejection and the terminal disclaimer filed 5/21/2007.
